MARSH PREDICTS 



All Kinds of Weather For 
Present Month. 



No Drought During August 
Any Section of the Coun- 
try. 



And Vegetation Has Been 
Greatly Revived Thereby. 

Tobacco and Late Corn Have Been 
Qreatly Benefited- Tempera- 
ture Also Took a Tumble. 



Weather prophet VV. W. Marsh, 
of Ohio, says August is going to be 
a month of storms and cloudbursts. 
Following is a summary of his pre- 
diction: 

August will be a month of storms, 
cloudbursts and heavy rainfall 
ering the greater portion of the 
country. Very severe storms of 
heavy rains will occur over the 
states of Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, 
Tennessee, Illinois, West Virginia, 
e river valleys, mountain districts 
id Eastern states and North At- 
lanta Coast, the Gulf of South At- 
lantic and Texas Coast. To those 
it» in the low lands, on the rivers 
and along the creeks and streams 
of Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
West Virginia, I would advise to 
be prepared for rapidly rising 
waters, especially betweetfthe 3rd 
and 9th, 13th and 17th, 30th and 
^Oth and 31st. 

There will be no drought during 
August in any section of the coun- 
try. Between the 6th and -9th 
storms and heavy rains along the 
Ohio river and throughout the river 
valleys. Extremely heavy rains 
about these dates over Kentucky, 
Tennessee and West Virginia. 

Between the 10th and 12th, fair 
and hot weather over the greater 
portion of the United StateB. Elect- 
trical storms over lake regions, 
Mississippi and State of Illinois. 
Rain and hail storms over Ohio, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and 
mountain districts. Between 21st 
and 24th, cyclone storms, high wind 
and heavy rain over Ohio. Indiana, 
Kentucky, West Virginia and 
Ten nessee. Hu rricanea, heavyrains, 
covering the entire East; severe 
over New York, Maryland, New 
England, New Jersey and their 
coasts and on the Atlantic Ocean. 
Cyclonic winds over the great la 
and lake regions. Between \ 
and 3lst numerous thunderstorms 
will prevail from Lake Superioi 
the rockles.

Prices were a shade higher mi 
e grades*' Offered and rejections 
nounted to very little. Receipts 
ere not quite so heavy as they 
ere a few weeka ago, but were 
fairly good, showing that there is 
considerable tobacco yet to be 
placed upon the market. 



SHOWER CAME 



The long drouth was broken 
throughout this section Tuesday 
by a refreshing shower. The rain 
began falling about 11:30 a. m., 
and continued for nearly two hours. 
While the fall was not heavy all 
vegetation was much revived and 
the tobacco and late corn were 
greatly benefited. In Nprtb Chns- 
the ram was heavier than in 
the south part of the county. ' 

The great drouth in the western 
corn belt has also been broken and 
er several states drenching rains 
ive been reported. 
Locally the shower not only had 
the effect of reviving vegetation, 
but the temperature bas been con- 
siderably lowered. The mercury 
went above one huudred degreee 
every day for two weeks or more 
before the rain came and on Wed- 
nesday morning it had dropped to 
78 degrees. Wednesday wa« 
very pleasant day, the highest 
register being 90 degrees at noon, 
and on yesterday morning at 6 
o'clock the mercury stood at 68 de« 
gress. 

The forecast for to-day is fair.

All greenhouse crops thrive 
equally well with the use of hen 
manure.

About one ounce 
to two gallons if water may gen- 
erally be used with safety; some 
plants will, however, bear a 
stronger solution.

its bulk of vbM or garden refuse, 
and so form a fertilizing compost 
which may be appled to almost 
any garden crops with excellent 
results.

If the above analysis 
true, hen manure is much 
more valuable in fertilizing ele- 
ments than cow manure. 
A liberal quantity of hen ma- 
ire mixed with potting soil is a 
good combination for pot plants 
in general. Its superiority over 
cow manure is due to the fact 
that it contains both the urine 
and the solids, and contains a far 
greater amoent of nitrogen in a 
more soluble form. It is quicker 
in its action than cow manure 
and is more suitable for potting 
soil of a heavy tenacious nature. 
If your potting soil is sandy and 
friable and you wish to increase 
its tenacity "or moisture holding 
properties, cow manure would 
be more suitable, but for a bet- 
ter chemical effect, I would add 
hen manure. — A. V.

Golden Friss Fowls. 

The Golden Fries was first im- 
ported from Holland into this 
country in 1884. 

If tradition is to be relied upon, 
the Golden Friss is one of the 
oldest varieties of fowls. Mor<- 
than two thousand years ago, or 
about the yefcr 300 IJ. C„ they 
were introduced into Holland by 
the Friesch people, whose an- 
cient name was Friss, or Pria- 
i ins, now called Friesiarts. How 
long- previous to that time they 
had existed as adistinctracc it is 
-impossible to determine, but 
granting; the traditional account 
to lie true, their origin must have 
been sufficiently remote to satis- 
fy those who take delight in long 
pedigrees. Their long preser- 
vation as a breed is due to the 
extremely conservative spirit of 
people who are averse to 
changes and persist in perpetuat- 
ing what they deem specially 
adapted to their wants. To this 
day they have preserved their 
peculiar race of cattle, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian, their breed of 
sheep in limited numbers, and, 
up to the time of the Spanish in- 
vasion, their own kind of horses. 
The old Friesian fowls came 
near being lost by interbreeding 
with English and Asiatic varie- 
ties, and those of strict purity 
of blood, although formerly d 
tributed in large numbers over 
the entire country of the Neth- 
erlands, are somewhat difficult 
to obtain, and are to be found 
only among the Friesch people. 
Indications, however, point to a 
renewal of the popular favor 
they once enjoyed and the gen 
eral distribution of the Friss 
fowl over the whole country 

In general appearance the 
fowlsareacombinationof the Leg- 
horn and Hamburg, resembling 
more closely the Golden Spang- 
led Hamburg than any one breed 
There is little doubt that they 
are closely allied to the Ham- 
burgs, but it is impossible to say 
which was the parent stock, 



percentage of black. The single 
comb of the hen has a tendency 

to lop to one side, but it is not so 
marked as in the case of the 
Leghorns. The ear-lobes are 
white and glove-like in their 
finish. 

Taken all in all, the Golden 
Friss are fowls which must be 
ccorded high rank both for 
ieauty. Of beautiful shape, 
deasing carriage, and rich plum- 
ge, they also possess the merits 
if being good table fowls and ex- 
ellcnt layers. They will never 
lupplant the Leghorns and llam- 
>urgs in the affections cf their 
idmirers, but they will win ad- 
mirers of their own.— Stock 
Keeper.

The wings 
long, extending well back of the 
fluff and generally lapping by 
each other. They are "high- 
flyers," preferring high roosts 
and lofty laying places. In dis. 
position they are sprightly and 
nervous aod make the most 
active of foragers. They are 
very* prolific layers of mediu 
sized white eggs. The chicks 
are hardy and easily reared, 
feather quickly and stature ear- 
ly, cockerels crowing at five and 
six weeks -of age. Like their 
near relatives, they are non-s 
teTB. In build, like the Ham- 
burgs, they are plump; their 
flesh is finegrained, tender, juicy 
and of good flavor,; and, although 
mall, they are not to be 
ed as table fowls. 
The Golden Friss cock is of a 
cp bay or chestnut red color 
throughout, the tail and sickle 
feathers sometimes showing 
nearly black at the central part 
and along the quill. Such depth 
of color, however, is not regard- 
ed as desirable, and in the very 
best cocks the tail and sickle 
feathers are deep bay without 
black markings. The tall, up- 
right comb is well serrated, gen- 
erally with tine points, and firm- 
ly attached to the head. The 
ear-lobes are white and smooth. 

The Golden Friss hen has the 
same ground color as the cock, 
but her plumage is mottled" or 
spangled with greenish black. 
This mottling iB of irregular 
shape, uometimes taking the 
form of irregular crescentic bars, 
sometimes that of spots or 
splashes of ungeometrical shape. 
The tail feathers show a large

The 
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The Poultry Standard. 

While it is an undisputed fact 
that poultry breeding is a pleas- 
nd profitable occupation, 
ially if you are breeding for 
fancy and the show room, yet 
it is necessary that you should 
have a standard if you expect to 
breed your fowls to be anything 

be requirements < 
Standard. 

I have conversed with several 
persons upon this subject and as 
general thing they all say that 
they believe that if they 

itandard they would try and 
see if they could breed at least 
one or two classes of fowls as 
near the standard requirements 
as they possibly could. 

But they do not like to pay as 
much for a standard as .they 
would have to pay if they got 
one. Now what I wish to say 
about the Standard is this: 

I believe it would be better for 
the people, and more people 
would try to breed to the stand- 
ard if they could get a 'standard 
of the variety they wish to breed 
for about 15 or 20 cents. 

They do not like to pay $1.00 
and will not pay it for a stand- 
ard which gives all classes of 
poultry, when they only wish to 
breed a few different varieties, 
and have no use for a standard 
of other breeds. I believe that 
if there would be a standard 
made for each breed separately 
it would be a good step. For io- 
stance a Leghorn standard, in- 
cluding every kind of Leghorns, 
then a Wyandotte standard in- 
cluding every variety of Wyan- 
dottes, and a standard for the 
Plymouth,, Rocks and one for the 
Cochins one for the Brahmas, 
and for the Hamburgs including 
the S.S.Hamburg and G.S.Ham- 
burg, and all classes of Ham- 
burgs, and a turkey standard, 
and duck standard, and as I said 
a standard for every class of 
fowls, that could be bought by 
the breeder for about 15 or 20 
cents. I am confident that more 
people would buy a standard, and 
jit would not only increase the 
sale of standards but it would 
induce more people to try and 
breed their poultry up to stand- 
ard requirements and therefore 
would be a great step toward ad- 
vancing the poultry industry. 

Iwill admit that if a man breeds 
several different kinds of fowls, 
that the present standard would 
be cheap enough for him, but 
there are a great many that have 
only a few breeds.and some only 
who would not hesitate 
about getting a standard of their 
breeds if they could get one for 
the prices I have named. 

I would like for all who read 
this to give it their just consider- 
ation, and exchange ideas in re- 
gard to this subject.— Steve 
Robbins, Fountaintown, Ind., in 
Fancy Fowls. 
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>r treated to prevent their puli- 
ng feathers. The disposition 
;o be made of them must depend 
>d circumstances and on their 
,-alue. Poultry bits contrived 
:specially to prevent feather 
sulling can be bought of dealers 
n poultry supplies. Some men 
prevent feather pulling by trim- 
ming the edges of the upper man- 
dible down so near the raw that 
it hurts them to pull a feather, 
though the trimming does not 
interfere with their picking up 
grain. When the vice is general 
in a flock, trimming the bills and 
bits may be resorted to, but both 
are troublesome, and bits for a 
flock are expensive. I have 
seen several bad outbreaks cured 
by giving the hens plenty of 
green food and meat in such form 
that they had to work for it. A 
few large bones with dried par- 
ticles of meat adhering to them 
will keep fowlspicking for a good 
while, and furnish them little 
tid-bitsmuch more palatable than 
feathers. Feather eating, like 
most vices, develops most often 
when hens are confined, and not 
properly fed and exercised. - 
Farm Poultry.

My experience is, the bare is a 
very hardy, healthful animal, 
multiplying arfd thriving under 
nnfavorable conditions if they 
must, but amply repaying for all 
one's painstaking care. The 
healthiest, cheapest and most 
agreeable food for summer 
winter is their natural diet, the 
plaintain. It can be cut and cur- 
ed for winter use and will be 
eaten by old and young in prefe; 
ence to clover hay; catnip is also 
relished and should be furnished 
them. Wheat screenings or cheat 
for grain food is the natural diet 
of the wild rabbit and they will 
quit their oats every time for 
this ration. Besides being cheap 
it gives them that sleek, rough- 
ish appearance so much to be ad- 
mired. Give them plenty of 
plaintain and screenings and you 
will need no formula for colic, 
snuffles or any other disease. I 
have had but one sick hare in my 
rabbitry, and that was an import- 
ed buck that had been fed bread 
and milk. I never feed tread and 
milk, do not think much of it ex- 
cept for pigs, never for hares. 
My hares are all out of doors in 
open sheds; they have some 
eighteen or twenty feet through 
center of runs for the free access 
of sun and air. I have had some 
of the finest litters come during 
January and February zero 
weather, saving everyone, and 
only an inch board between their 
nest box and all outdoors. The 
little fellows gamboled in the 
snow banks that drifted in their 
runs and seemed to enjoy it 
What they need in my judgment 
is, as near an approach to the 
conditions obtaining in their wild 
free life as possible without over- 
doing the thing, — C.C. McLaren, 
in Belgian Hare Advocate. 

-Pit Qames as Protectors. 

There is no better protector for a 
flock than a Pit Game male, but he 
must come from a stock that is 
game in all that the term implies. 
He will light dogs, cats, hawks, or 
anything that comes in his way, 
not excepting his owner, and he is 
ready to "die for his principles," 
which is not the case with many 
men. The Pit Games cannot be 
surpassed as a table fowl, and 
while the hens are not regarded as 
equal to some breeds as layers, 
they are not inferior to others in 
that respect. When a game hen 
has a brood of chicks, and the cat 
MMt for a meal (as all cats will 
at chicks), a single introduction to 
tbe hen gives the cat the highest 
respect for ber thereafter, and the 
cats pai tiuUiy for fresh chicks will 
ndergo a remarkable change. 
The stray dog is likely to 
go off with an eye out or a gash on 
J his cheek, for the game hen usually 
I has spurs and tbey hurt. Bbc will 
[fight the hawk to the death, and 
suffer no living creature to harm 
her chicks if lighting will prevent; 
(and she will raise her chicks, as no 
hen is a kinder or more attentive 
'mother. She never tramples her 
iyoung, is always ready to hover 
them, and does not race them to 
death. Other fowls keep at a re- 
spectful distance, and the young 
stags are kept under subjection by 
their sire, who also keeps peace 
and good order in the flock. We do 
not approve of cock fighting, but the 
Pit Game would be a useful bird 
even il never fought in the pit. He 

to his mates, always ready to pro- 
tect the chicks, and is one of the 
handsomest and proudest birds 
known. — Poultry Keeper.

I have been breeding standard 
bred poultry for about ten years. 

us to this I thought any- 
thing that wore feathers and re- 
sembled a hen would answer the 
purpose, but experience ha 
taught me better. 

I have been breeding Bull 
Plymouth Rocks almost from 
their introduction and have 
found them very profitable both 
for fancy and market purposes. 
I want to tell your readers the 
results I obtained from an invest- 
ment of S12 in Buff Rock eggs a 
year ago this spring as I have 
kept a strict account of the 
chicks raised and the profit de- 
ed from them separate from 
the rest of my flock.
